(h) The 25" Ordnance Survey Maps have printed on them the 
boundaries of each field, also the area in Statute acres to three 
decimal places. The inspectors appointed by the Department 
to check claims made by corn growers in connection with the 
Government guarantee of prices of cereals produced in 1919, were 
instructed to mark during the Summer of 1919 on these 25" Ord- 
nance Survey Maps each field in their districts on which a corn crop , 
a green crop, flax or fruit was grown, indicating the name of the 
crop. In this manner exceedingly accurate statistics were collected 
for these crops in 1919 for every rural district in Ireland with the 
exception of a few mountainous districts on the Western seaboard. 
For the statistics of the latter districts for 1919 method (a) above was 
relied upon. 

In 1920 it was not found practicable to obtain particulars of either 
crops or live stock on all farms in Ireland, and accordingly the 
Department confined their efforts to obtaining such information as 
was sufficient to determine reliable estimates. Very large numbers 
of farmers of every class in every district in Ireland — farmers whose 
signed returns foi 1st June, 1919, were known to be reliable— were 
called upon to furnish through the post signed returns of their 
crops and live stock on 1st June, 1920. The response was exceed- 
ingly generous, in fact the Department received far more returns 
than were necessary for the purpose in view. Each return for 
1 920 was compared with the corresponding return for 1919. About 
ten per cent, of the pairs of returns had to be discarded as being 
non-comparable owing to changes in areas of holdings, etc. The 
remaining returns for 1920 were summarised for each county and 
also the corresponding returns for 1919, separate summaries being 
made for small, medium-sized and large holdings. From these 
summaries was calculated the percentage change from 1st June, 1919, 
to 1st June, 1920, in the area under each crop and in the number 
of each class of live stock in each county. These percentage 
changes for each county were assumed to have been general for all 
farms in that county and were applied to the total figures for crops 
and live stock in 1 919 in that county . 

This method of using “ sample ” returns has to be adopted when 
all returns are not available. The “ sample ” in this instance was 
much larger than is usual when the method of “ sampling ” is 
adopted, and the holdings of each class and in each district were 
well represented. The ‘ sample ” was much smaller in some 
counties than in others but was large enough in each county to 
yield reliable estimates. The figures for 1920 in this Report are 
based on a 20T per cent “sample” for the whole of Ireland ie , on a 
comparison of the changes that took place on 20T per cent of the 
holdings over 1 acre. A careful scrutiny of the changes from 1919 to 
1920 was made at each step in the process of summarising, and it was 
found that in each county the changes in each batch of farms sum- 
marised were almost always in the same direction and were much the

Wheat.— The area under wheat in Ireland increased from 78 438 
acres m 1916 to 124,082 acres in 1917 and to 157,326 acres in 1918 
but decreased to 69,663 acres in 1919 and to 50,252 acres in 192o!

Comparing 1920 with 1916 there was a total increase of 56 825 
acres or 37-9 per cent. The increase in Leinster amounted^ to 38 584 
acres, in Munster to 13,813 acres, in Ulster to 1,306 acre an d in 
Connacht to 3,122 acres. The counties which showed the largest 

for C d e 6 S 5ir re ■' £pperary 9,227 acres, Queen’s 8,642 acres, Wex- 
ford 6,511 acres, Kilkenny 6,063 acres, and King’s 6,018 acres. 
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Comparing 1920 with 1919 the total aiea increased by 20,263 
acres or 10'9 per cent. The area in Leinster increased by 16,914 
acres in, Munster by 2,647 acres, in Ulster by 73S acres, and in 
Connacht by 1,064 acres. There was an increase of 5,343 acres 
in Wexford and 2,179 acres in Tipperary, while 7 counties showed 
increases of between 1,000 and 2,000 acres. Increases took place 
in 23 counties, decreases in 9 counties. The only counties which 
showed decreases of over 100 acres were : Kerry 529 acres, Limerick 
394 acres, and Clare 114 acres. 

Rye.— The area under rye in Ireland increased from 6,611 acres 
in 1916, to 7,640 acres in 1917 and to 8,947 acres in 1918, but fell 
to 5,222 acres in 1919. In 1920, however, the area increased to 
to 5 6 80 acres. From 1916 to 1920 there was a decrease of 1,031 
acres or 15-6 per cent. There was a decrease of 26 acres in Lemster, 
oi 601 acres in Munster, and of 525 acres in Connacht, but an 
increase of 121 acres in Ulster. 

The increase in the total area from 1919 to 1920 was 358 acres 
or 6'9 per cent. There was an increase in Leinster of 64 acres, in 
Munster of 115 acres, and in Connacht of 186 acres, but a decrease 
in Ulster of 7 acres 

Beans and Peas .— The areas under these crops are comparatively 
small The total extent in Ireland increased from 1,146 acres in 
1916 to 1,633 acres in 1917 and to 2,271 acres in 1918, but fell to 
1 689 acre's in 1919. A slight increase was, however, shown in 1920 
when the area was 1 ,702 acres. Of the latter area Antrim accounted 
for 544 acres, Donegal for 348 acres, Down for 323 acres, London- 
derry lor 255 acres, and Armagh for 39 acres, the remaining 193 
acres being distributed over the other 27 counties.

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Potatoes . — The area under potatoes in Ireland increased from 
586,308 acres in 1916 to 709,263 acres in 1917, but fell to 701,847 
acres in 1918 to 588,802 acres in 1919 and to 584,316 acres in 1920. 

Comparing 1920 with 1916 there was a decrease of 1,992 acres or 
0’3 per cent. Decreases took place in 21 counties, increases in 11 
counties. The counties showing the largest increases were : Mayo 
3,922 acres, Londonderry 3,128 acres, Antrim 2,870 acres, Tyrone 
1,737 acres, and Galway 1,720 acres. The counties showing the 
largest decreases were : Cork 5,611 acres, Wexford 2,413 acres, 
Waterford, 1,837 acres, Down 1,600 acres, and Kilkenny 1,316 acres. 
The total decrease in Leinster was 7,094 acres and in Munster 
8,201 acres. The total increase in Ulster was 8,035 acres and in 
Connacht 5,268 acres. 

Comparing 1920 with 1919 the total area under potatoes decreased 
by 4,486 acres or 0'S per cent. Increases took place in 10 counties 
and decreases in 22 counties. The counties showing the largest 
increases were : Donegal 1,290 acres, Londonderry 915 acres, 

and Tyrone 778 acres. The counties showing the largest decreases 
were : Cork 1,106 acres, Kerry 861 acres, Roscommon 793 acres, 
and Queen’s 732 acres. There was a decrease in Leinster of 1,878 
acres, in Munster of 2,993 acres, and in Connacht of 2,280 acres, 
while in Ulster the area increased by 2,665 acres. 

Turnips. Turnips in Ireland increased from 262,814 acres in 
1916 to 293,452 acres in 1917, and to 294,795 acres in 1918, but 
decreased to 273,460 acres in 1919. The area, however, increased 
to 276,507 acres in 1920. 

Comparing 1920 with 1916 there was an increase of 13,693 acres 
or 5*2 per cent. Increases took place in 21 counties and decreases 
in 11 counties. There were increases of 9,971 acres in Leinster, 
2,027 acres in Munster, and 3,417 acres in Connacht, but a decrease 
of 1,722 acres in Ulster. The counties which showed the largest 
increases were : Wexford 3,571 acres, Tipperary 2,158 acres, 

Galway 2,127 acres, Donegal 1,697 acres, and Meath 1,443 acres, 
and the counties having the largest decreases were : Down 1,378 
acres, Cork 988 acres, and Antrim 932 acres. 

The increase in the total area in Ireland from 1919 to 1920 was 
3,047 acres or IT per cent. There were increases of 399 acres in 
Leinster, 368 acres in Munster, 892 acres in Ulster, and 1,388 acres 
in Connacht. Increases were shown in 20 counties and decreases 
in 12 counties. The principal increases were in Wexford 925 
acres, Cork 690 acres, and Mayo 552 acres, while the principal 
decrease was in Tipperary 474 acres. 

Mangels and Beet Root . — The areas under these crops increased 
in 1917 and again in 1918, decreased in 1919, but increased a little 
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in 1920. The area decreased from 1916 to 1920 by 2,987 acres or 

3-7 per cent. Munster showed a decrease of 2,207 acres, Ulster of 

884 acres, and Connacht of 1,044 acres, while Leinster showed an 
increase of 1 ,148 acres. 

Comparing 1920 with 1919 the total for Ireland increased by 
2,608 acres or 3-5 per cent. There was an increase m Leinster of 
1 054 acres, in Munster of 740 acres, and in Connacht of 8-6 acres 
while in Ulster there was a slight decrease of 12 acres. There were 
increases in 23 counties and decreases in 9 counties. 

Cabbage .— Unlike the areas under the other crops the area under 
rabbaee showed a large decrease in 1917. It increased in 1918, 
“ecreSd in 1919, bu § t again increased in 1920. From 16 to 
1920 the area decreased by 5,800 acres or 17-2 per cent Leinster 
decreased by 843 acres,. Munster by 4,477 acres, Ulster by 30, 
acres, and Connacht by 273 acres. 

The increase in area from 1919 to 1920 was 2,057 acres or 7-8 per 
cent. There was an increase in Leinster of 1,01 o acres, U ® ® 
of 358 acres, and in Connacht of 852 acres, while the area in Munster 
decreased by 168 acres. 


FLAX. 


The area under flax in Ireland increased from 49 2o3 acres in 
1914 to 53,143 acres in 1915, to 91,454 acres in 1916,to 107 70o acres 
in 1917, and to 143,355 acres m 1918, decreased to 9o,610 acres m 
1919, but increased again to 127,198 acres in 1920 The only counties 
outside Ulster which grew over a00 acres of flax in 19-0 were . 
Cork with 3060 acres, Meath with 1,694 acres, Mayo with 1,662 
acres, Sligo with 742 acres, Kildare with 470 acres, and Wicklow 
with 250 acres. From 1919 to 1920 the total area in Ireland in- 
creased by 31,588 acres or 33.0 per cent. The counties showing the 
largest increases were : Donegal 5,349 acres, Antrim 5,305 acres 
Londonderry 4,375 acres, Tyrone 4,127 acres, and Down 2,724 
acres. 


FRUIT. 

The total area under fruit in Ireland increased from 15,567 acres 
in 1916 to 17,024 acres in 1917, to 18,503 acres m 1918 to 19,795 
acres in 1919, and 21,296 acres in 1920. The increase from 1916 
to 1920 was 5,729 acres or 36'8 per cent. In this interval 28 counties 
increased their area under fruit. In 4 counties the areas decreased. 
Armagh is much the largest fruit growing county m Ireland, haying 
in 1920 no less than 5,541 acres under fruit. Only three other 
counties had an area of over 1,000 acres— Antrim with l,o66 acres, 
Cork with 1,350 acres, and Tyrone with 1,110 acres.

HAY. 

The total'area under hay in Ireland which increased from 2,400,247 
acres in 1916 to 2,532,723 acres in 1917, decreased to 2,470,417 acres 
in 1918, increased to 2,520,096 acres in 1919, but decreased very 
slightly to 2,518,320 acres in 1920. 

The increase in area from 1916 to 1920 was 112,073 acres or 4'7 
per cent. In this interval there was an increase in each Province 
except Connacht, and in every county with the exception of Carlow, 
King’s, Cork, Galway, Leitrim, Mayo, and Sligo. The area in 
LeiAster increased by 33,280 acres, in Munster by 13,837 acres, in 
Ulster by / 2,912 acres, but in Connacht the area decreased by 
7,236 acres. 

Comparing 1 920 with 1 91 9 the total area of hay in Ireland decreased 
by 1,776 acres or 0T per cent. There was'a decrease in 16 counties. 
The decrease in Leinster amounted to 10,173 acres, in Munster 
to 6,252 acres, and in Connacht to 12,380 acres. In Ulster, however, 
the area increased by 27, 029 acres. 

(II.)— NUMBERS OF LIVE STOCK. 

The following table shows the numbers of live stock in Ireland 
on 1st June as enumerated by the police for the years 1911 to 1918, 
and as indicated by the farmers’ signed returns for 1919 and 192o! 
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From the above table it appears that from 1st June 1919 to 1st 
Tune 1920 there was an increase in the numbers of mules an 
ennets ass; s , sheep, pigs and goats, but a decrease in the number, 
of horses and cattle. Again, comparing the numbeis in 1920 wi 
the average for the ten years 1910 to 1919, it will be seen that while 
there weTe increases in the numbers of horses and cattle there were 
decreases in mules and jennets, asses, sheep, pigs, and goats. I 
was found impracticable to make an estimate of the num e 
poultry in Ireland in 1919 or in 1920, but the returns indicated an 

increase.

increased by 587 and in Connacht by 1,300. Horses usea i m 
agricultural purposes si rowed a decrease mjach Proving ^ 

in Xnster and Connacht but decreased in Leinster and Ulster, 
while those used for amusement and recreation showed increases m 
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each Province. Unbroken horses one year old and upwards de- 
creased in Leinster and Munster but showed slight increases in 
Ulster and Connacht. Horses under one year increased in each 
Province. 

Mules and Jennets . — The total number of mules and jennets in 
Ireland on 1st June 1920 was estimated at 27,111, which was 1,529 
in excess of the number in the previous year. There was a decrease 
in Leinster but an increase in each of the other Provinces. 

Asses . — The number of asses in Ireland was estimated to have 
increased from 222,469 on 1st June, 1919, to 226,553 on 1st June, 
1920, an increase of 4,084 or 1*8 per cent. There was an increase in 
21 counties and a decrease in 11 counties.

Bulls — The estimated number of Bulls in Ireland on 1st June, 
1920, was 41,994, an increase of 3,211 or 8‘3 per cent as compared 
with 1919. The number increased in each Province — in Leinster 
by 398, in Munster by 1,739, in Ulster by 978, and in Connacht 
by 96. 

Milch Cows . — The number of milch cows in Ireland on 1st June, 
1920, was estimated at 1,470,668, being only very slightly less than 
on 1st June, 1919. It was estimated that there were decreases of 
3,310 in Leinster and 6,402 in Ulster, but increases of 3,467 in 
Munster and 5,673 in Connacht.

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Breeding Boars. — The returns indicated a small increase in the 
number of breeding boars in Ireland from 1,610 in 1919 to 1,769 
in 1920. 

Breeding Sows. — The number of breeding sows in Ireland was 
estimated to have increased from 97,069 on 1st June, 1919, to 
101,793 on 1st June, 1920, an increase of 4,724 or 4-9 per cent. 
There was an increase of 785 or 3-4 per cent in Leinster, of 4,331 
or 11-8 per cent in Munster, and of 306 or 1-8 per cent, in Con- 
nacht, but a decrease of 698 or 3 4 per cent, in Ulster. Increases 
weie shown in 15 counties and decreases in 17 counties. 

Other Pigs, Six Months Old and Upwards. — The number of these 
pigs in Ireland on 1st June, 1920, was estimated at 122,961, as 
against 122,055 on 1st June, 1919, an increase of 906 or 0'7 per cent, 
■phis change resulted from increases of 5,034 in Munster and 1,109 
in Connacht and decreases ot 3,007 in Leinster and 2,230 in Ulster. 

Other Pigs, Under Six Months Old.— The returns indicated that 
the number of these pigs decreased from 757,229 on 1st June, 1919, 
to 755,895 on 1st June, 1920, a decrease of 1,334 or 0-2 per cent. 
Munster showed an increase of 20,831 or 8-1 per cent.and Connacht 
an increase of 723 or 04 per cent, while Leinster showed a decrease 
of 4,549 or 2-6 per cent, and Ulster a decrease of 18,339 or 11-6 
per cent. 

Total Pigs.— The total number of pigs are thus shown to have 
increased from 1st June, 1919 to 1st June, 1920 , by 30 ,267 in Munster 
and 2,158 in Connacht, but to have decreased by 6,749 in Leinster 
and 21 221 in Ulster, the net result being an increase in the total for 
Ireland from 977,963 in 1919 to 982,418 in 1920, an increase of 
4,455 or 0-5 per cent. Increases took place in 13 counties, decreases 
in 19 counties. 


GOATS. 

The number of goats (and kids) in Ireland on 1st June, 1920, was 
estimated at 244,914, an increase of 11,627 or 5 0 per cent on the 
233,287 enumerated for 1st June, 1919. Increases were shown in 
each Province and in 25 Counties. 

POULTRY. 

It was not found possible to make reliable estimates of the numbers 
of poultry in Ireland on 1st June, 1919, or 1920, as large numbers 
of younger fowl were omitted from the returns furnished by the 
farmers. The returns, however, indicated that from 1st June, 1919, 
to 1st June, 1920, turkeys increased in number by 5-2 per cent., 
ducks by 0 6 per cent., and ordinary fowl by 2-2 per cent., but that 
geese decreased by 3-7 per cent., poultry of all kinds showing an 
increase of 1 -6 per cent.
